chases from 75 to 50 percent, 
effective tomorrow. 
Marriner S. Eccles, vice-chair­ 
man of the board, was asked if 
the action was recognition the* 
the nation has moved into a 
deflationary period. He replied. 
‘‘Yes. by all means it ii.”

of deflation is a “healthy thing 
for the country.”

THE BOARD’S latest r u l i ng

EARLY in thi* century, it was 
thought that acute indigestion was 
a frequent disease which was often 
fatal, However, with a better un­ 
derstanding it has been learned that 
so-called acute indigestion was most 
often really an attack of a heart 
rendition called coronary throm­ 
bosis. 


By coronary thrombosis i* meant 
the formation of a blood clot in one 
of the arteries which supplies the 
heart muscle with blood.

these are available this year. 
More and more home gardeners 
are learning the advantages of 
hybrid sweet corn. The yield* are 
larger than the older kind* the 
plant* more vigorous and the ear* 
more uniform. The quality alao ta 
superior.

If you become an enthusiast 
over hybrid corn do not save the 
seed from your crop for replant­ 
ing next year for it will not come 
true to form. 

One answer 
la that a hybrid resulting from 
the cross of two varietiea of the 
same species differs from a new 
variety that hybrid vigor is seen 
In the first generation, and usu­ 
ally gives rise to larger, stronger 
forms of growth.
